Charge Growth of Gambling 


Syndicate and Powerful 


Rule of Underworld 


Chicago—C/P)—Two 
new 
chapter-' 


of a sensational 
report on Chicago 


crime were made public Thursday by 
the Illinois Association for Crimina 
Justice. They charged the growth of 
a gambling syndicate which at one 
time reached into many other cities 
and they recited in detail going back 
to the early 1900'6 "the rule of tho 
underworld and the rise of its over- 
lords." 


The abiociation'.s j,ur\Cy, which has 


been financed in part by the Carnegie 
foundation, points to three major con- 
clusions at the end of "This iapM 
survey of oiganized gambling." 


"The first fact," the report said 


"is the continuity and persistency ol 
a form of social life organized arounci 
personalities who play an Important 
role, because the relationships in the 
underworld of gambling, 
vice anc 


crime are personal and feudal, rather 
than formal and institutional. 


"The second fact 
is that every 


change in 
political administration 


(from 1907 to date) effected a change 
often amounting to a revolution in the 
existing order in the gambling -world. 


"The third fact is that gambling, 


in resisting attacks of reformers and 
in meeting new situations created by 
changes in administration, seems to 
have become more solidified 
in or- 


ganization and more flexible in ad- 
aptations to 
new situations. And 


more concealed in Its operations. 


The survey set forth that the com- 


plete life history of one man, were it 
knowrPin dfelail,- "would- disclose prac- 
tically all there —is to know about 
syndicate garabKng afe_a. phase of or- 
ganized crime-in the last quarter cen- 
tury." That man, said the report. Is 
Mont Tennes, "avowedly a real esate 
man, and for more than a score of 
years proprietor of the General News 
Bureau, controlling 
wires for 
the 


gathering and 
dispensing of 
race 


track news in Chicago and principal 
cities of the United States." 


"His alliances •with and wars of 


violence against competitors," con- 
tinue the report, "would Ijvolve the 
names of every gambler of 
conse- 


quence in Chicago for the period."

THE CAPTURE OF PEKING 


The capture of Peking by the Chinese 


Nationalists armies is a 
momentous 


event. For the first time since China has 
been racked by civil war, covering a long 
period of years, the northern and south- 
ern capitals are controlled by one ele- 
ment. China now faces the opportunity of 
a united nation, and with" "that unity not 
only the possibility of domestic peace and 
economic reconstruction, but a new era 
in her foreign relations. A divided China 
has been a hopeless obstacle to political, 
freedom and international equality. 


Much attention is given in the day's 


press dispatches-to Manchuria, and what 
may occur there. Whether the National- 
ists follow up their successful campaign 
in northern China, by endeavoring to in- 
clude Manchuria is a matter of less impor- 
tance'than the preservati6n;pf accord and 
cooperation among themselves. The dan- 
gers now confronting the Nationalists are 
those that follow the success of any great 


' military, undertaking, namely a schism 


among leaders and internal dissension. If 
this is avoided and a competent govern- 
ment set up in< Peking, there is no doubt 
that the United States will promptly rec- 
ognize it as both1 the de facto and de jure 
government of China. It is of the greatest 
importance to China that this recogni- 
tion should be extended, and within a rea- 
sonable timei It will naturally strengthen 
the hand of tho,se who are attempting to 
raise a.consolidated and-united nation; It 
will give warrant and support to all of 
their acts that are sound and calculated 
to solidify their control. 


The one thing that might defeat the 


fruits of a systematic and well'.executed 
campaign for the liberationVandVimion of 
China is discird among'the leaders. If 
this can be avoided, and early recognition 
by the United States secured, China will 
be in a position to demand and obtain 
treaties' which will rescue her from op- 
pressive foreign interference! 


Presumably armed hostilities.are, over 


for the'time being;.- unless the "'warfare 


-should be carried*.into--Manchuria;;What 


happens in north and south China during 
the next .few weeks "or" months will be 
fully as. important as the long drawn out 
war that finally reached its culmination in 
Peking, for it will determine whether the 
Chinese can get together and organize -a 
. stable government.' They shpuld^be .care- 
ful to give no unnecessary 
offense to 


foreigners or their interests. They should 
avoid all external complications and trust 
in the support of nations like the United 
States to attain their ultimate ends.

Must Whittle Cost of Produc- 


tion to Hold Leadership, 
Russell Says 


Madison—W)—If Wisconsin Is to 


retain her dairy leadership, she must 
whittle the cost of producing a pound 
of butterfat below the cost for com- 
petitors in neighboring states. This 
idea was expressed by Dean H. I>. 
Russell ot the college of agriculture. 


For the past few years, Dean Rus- 


sell has observed a constant trend to- 
ward dairying as farmers in surround- 
ing states have noted that it is'.profit- 
able. Dean Russell believes that* many 
will'act on this idea", and stock their 
farms with dairy cattle, which even- 
tually may produce a surplus and a 
consequent lowering of dairy product 
prices. 


"There must be a drastic culling of 


our herds so that the butter belt can 
produce butterfat more cheaply than 
any other part of the country." he de- 
clared. "Wisconsin farmers will stay 
in the dairy business as long as they 
can do that, and not a minute longer." 


He advises farmers in the state lo 


dispose of low-producing cows now, 
because in a few years it will be im- 
possible to get rid of culled stock. 


Dean Russell remarked that dairy 


products are commanding a more 
favorable price than other farm pro- 
ducts. During April the price index 
for butter was 163. as compared with 
139 for all agricultural products, and 
151 for all non-Agricultural commo- 
dities. The comparison is made on the 
basis of pre-war values. 


It the corn borer should spread to 


the middle -west, he predicted 
that 


there might be a further tarn toward 
dairying, as the use of the silo is one 
of the best means of combatting the 
borer.

IT CANJIND GAS 


At Present Pilots Fly but Four 


Hours a Month Because of 
Shortage 


I Washington—While other branches 
ef aviation move forward with seven- 
league boots, tho Army Air Service 
finds itself almost out of gas. 


These days when an army aviator 


wants practice he often has to fly 
around overhead in circles. Ho can't 
fly cross-country 
to some 
distant 


landing field because the army hasn't 
the'.fuel to bring him back. 
' The army has tried hard to keep Its 
reserve corps pilots In trim, but the 
' gasoline shortage has limited them to 


four hours a month in the air, -which 
from tho standpoint of efficiency, isn't 
enough. The reserve pilots are the 
ones who have to dolmost of the circle 
flying, but even the regular officers 
have had to curtail the longer flights. 
The cross-country flying is really the 
most valuable experience of all, for 
it allows aviators to land at strange 
fields, to fly at night and otherwise to 
pick up more all-around training. 
' The National 'Guard birdmen are 
luckier than either the regulars or 
the reserves, because they are fre- 
quently given extra money for gaso- 
line by the state legislatures. 
It may or may not be generally 


known that the army's gas shortage 
kept its planes out of the joint First 
Corps Area maneuvers off the New 
England'coast more than a year ago. 
The original plan was to maneuver 
the-army planes along with the naiy 
and marine planes. But the army 
didn't have enough gasoline, so its 
troops maneuvered with none of their 
own aircraft. 


Army officers don't like to talk 


very loudly about their problem, but 
the gas shortage is purely a matter 
of appropriations by Congress 
and 


the pruning knife of the Budget Bu- 
reau. 
The air sen-ice just gets so 


much^,money that can be used for 
gasoline and it has to worry along on 
that or take money needed to keep its> 
planes in repair. 


The army boys wouldn't be quite 


as sore about the matter as they are 
if they didn't feel they were being 
discriminated against in favor of the 
navy and the marines. 


They have always grumbled private- 


ly that the navy, by playing politics 
and lobbying, was grabbing off most 
of the cream "and considerable gaso- 
line-, Lately, they have been especial- 
ly peeVed". Becauset of whal"'ftiej£ con- 
sider" evidence that the navy is trying 
to push them out of the coast defense 
business: 


They charge that the navy seems to 


have adopted a policy of easing it- 
self in on army aviation fields and 
then, trying to nose the army out alto- 
gether. 
'•For instance, Boiling Field here at 
"Washington, North Island off Los 
Angeles and Luke Field in Hawaii. 
•-The army.had a grand big field all 
to Itself at "Boiling. The navy, coming 
to realize that airplanes were usefu 
in bombing battleships, began to ex- 


Its air force and asked for per 


mission to put up a little hangar on 
tho Held alongside tho Potomac. 


Obtaining tho privilege, they built 


up a large plant now known as the 
Anacostia Naval Air Station, which; 
to tho casual visitor, 
dwarfs 
tho 


army's layout on the other side of the 
Held. 


Recently the two services have had 


a bitter row over radio towers. 
The 


army had its own r«idio station and 
tho navy undertook to erect two large 
wireless towers which would, accord- 
ng to tho army, just about have ruin- 
ed the effectiveness of the army sta- 
tion. For onco the army rose up on 
its hind legs and roared the project 
down, ono Is advised. Now the navy 
is planning a barracks at the fleld for 
about 200 men, which will still fur- 
ther tend to put the army airmen in 
the shade. 


At North Island, the navy is ac- 


cused of horning in In the same way 
and climaxed Its indignities by erect- 
ing a large mooring mast on the army 
side of the fleld, hampering its opera- 
tions. 


At Luke Field, the charge is, tho 


army cut down a row of trees for 


safety's eake, whereupon the' navy 
planted another bunch of trees—with 
the Intention, some army 
officer* 


think, of squeezing the nrmy out al 
together. 


Whether tho facts arc really as ag- 


gravating as pictured or not, tlicic Is 
no question that aimy men arc In 
censed. 
It's even so bad that tho 


two .services sometimes make sneer 
Ing remarks about foolish fataJHlcH 
among each others' flici«-. Army offl 
ccrs, for Instance, want to know what 
over became of that pioposcd navy 
Investigation Into its Hugo number of 
crashes. They choitlo whenever Sec 
rctary of the Navy Wilbur makes a 
bad break In public and say that a 
ellquo of admirals leads Wilbur around 
jy the nose. They'll never stop laugh- 
ng at the spectacle of Admiial Brum- 
jy paying royal honors to a. garage- 
keeper off Piovincetown under the 
mprcssion that ho was submarine ex- 
pert there to rescue the S-4. 


They derido the failure of the ma- 


rines to catch Sandino. And recalling 
hat the navy was yelling for a $700,- 
100.000 warship program while Gen- 
ral Summerall was being bawled out

to some region 'where fly flshing for 
trout may be enjoyed that we 
arc 


disposed to give them in this article 
the benefit of what wo have Icained 
by actual contact with one of 
the 


finest sections of "Wisconsin. Wo re- 
fer to the country around Tlpler, In 
Fli rcnce-co. This necessitates a trip 
of several days to get best results. 
And camping equipment is almost im- 
pci alive, although there Is a resort on 
Stevens Lake, about five miles from 
the town of Tipler. Putting up there 
v.ould be all right providing you have 
a car with which to visit the various 
places where you Intend to fish. 


If you carry your own house along 


in the shape of a comfortable tent, 
however, you will be in a position to 
go and come as you sec fit; and you 


can establish camp wherever you find, 
conditions most desirable. 


In that region you may do lake fish- 


ing as well a« steam casting for trout 
and'not many of our fishing centers 
can boast of thcs>e opportunities with 
assurance of real auccefcs as tho Tlp- 
ler country can. 
You can flsh Fay 


Lake, Halsey Lake. Stevens Lake for 
Northern Pike, Bass and Wall-eyed 
pike, if you prefer that kind of ang- 
ling. The trout flshing, however. Is 
the real lure that calls tho expert 
fisherman to that country.
